A 
little experience 'Of his the past, week 
may be worth considerable to many 
other poultrymen in the county, there- 
fore we are calling attention to his 
experience which was something as 
follows: He has.his growing chicks 
In three different 
brooder houses. 


The chicks in N.o. 1 arid 2 were doing 
fine while in "No. 3 some Of the cTiicks 
suddenly began to die and th'*Wtr»ng- 
cs't thing of ail fo'Mr.'Alley was the 
fact that the strongest ones were' the 
first to sueciirab.to the trouble. This 
created considerable investigation on 
:he part .of-Mr. Alley ..who. dissected 
several dead birds but found nothing 
out of the ordinary In the alimentary 
tract of the bird. The crop of each 
bird dissected .contained.food and in- 
sects as might be expected in that 
of aiiy healthy chick. 'Finally, one 
lay Ms' itaughter-tn-law, Mrs. John 
Alley, heard :a sound of a chick as In 
great distress and upon investigation 
!ound the chick lying on its side, ap- 
parently in great pain. She at once 
carried tt to Mr. Alley who, upon in- 
vestigation, decided that the chick 
roust be poisoned. The question then 
arose as to how and with what the 
chick could possibly have been poisoii;- 
ed, as there was no -poison about <th? 
place. A few hours later upon read- 


and the chicks'a re allowed to con- 
sume large' quantities of them a dead- 
ly poison' in the hugs will kill the 
chick 
almost 
immediately."

hugs are an' ungainly, longe legged, 
grayish hrowii' beetle, whicli feed on 
vegetation along the walls and fence 
rows, on ro.se hushes and. quite par- 
ticularly in this wction of the state, 
on the blossoms of grape vines. \Vht-u 
present In considerable numbers the 
chicks are apt to consume large quan- 
tities-of them. 'It is always tho rig- 
borous birds that are killed by theni. 
because they range farther and de- 
vour a larger number of hugs. The 
remedy, of course, is to either fence 
the range for the poultry or rente, 
them away from the bushes or vege- 
tation on which the bugs are active. 
It is usually about a two or three 
weeks period over whicli attention 
must he given.
